1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 3/4/09 disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent 
granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of US Patent 6955605 
has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

2. Claims 1-4, 6-13, 17-24, 42-44 and 47-58 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-1 1 of U.S. Patent No. 
6669564 in view of Commander Keen or admitted prior art in instant background. Young claims 
receiving information regarding a user's current state in the game, wherein the episode is made 
available responsive to determining whether the user has submitted payments for the episode that 
pertains to permitting access to content as claimed herein but lacks current real-world event but 
lacks deconstructing storyline. Commander Keen and background of admitted prior art in 
instant background (1 : 1 1-2:23) discuss constructing a storyline and deconstructing storyline into 
game modules. Also, it is known in gaming to add current real-world event(s) such as in trivia 
games to add questions regarding current real world events or in sports simulation games to 
add/update current player performance statistics in the next game module as well as provide 
updates/patches for download on manufacturer/distributor website. It is maintained by Office 
that claimed game module include expansion packs, fixes, patches as well as subsequent game(s) 
in a series (as evidence only under MPEP 2144.03 and/or 2131.01 regarding providing game 
module as expansion pack, fixes, patches, and/or subsequent game see the Commander Keen 
series 1-6, sequential sport simulations that use player performance statistics such as John 
Madden Football series, Tony LaRosa baseball series, Ultima Online game updates, patches, 
fixes, expansions and admitted prior art discussing MYST, where its sequel was RIVEN) Thus, 
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it would have been obvious to an artisan at a time prior to the invention to apply the process of 
deconstructing a storyline into a plurality of episodes as taught by Commander Keen references 
and admitted prior art in instant background to improve the method of Young for the predictable 
result of setting a storyline to chapter/series distribution. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-4, 6-13, 17-24, 42-44 and 47-58 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
